The General Strike Ordered 
by the Union. 


HOW IT WORKED YESTERDAY 


OpiaiOM of th e O w neri an d A R enti of Sailing 
V e eielr-T h e 
S team ihip K en CoEsider 


“th e Game in T h eir Own H an d a” 


The ’LonKShoremen'e Protective Association, in 
th e pursuance oí a previously expressed deicrm l- 
n ation on W ednesday evening last, decreed th at 
all tne m em bers of the organization should reíase 
to w o rt, eitner on sailing vessels or steam shtps, 
yesterday m orning, and continue thus to stand 
•lool irom any em ploym ent along the docks until 
anetr dem ands In regard to wages shall Ue compiled 
-with by the agents and owners of both European 
an a coastwise steamabtps. In other words, the 
leaders oí the nnlon compeUed the wUlinK laoorers 
aboni the Balling vessels to su rren d er tnelr liberty 
in order th at the owners of such craft m ay urge 
th e steam ship companies to recede from their 
position anu accept the com prom ises oflTered by the 
^longshorem en’s organization. The river fronts 
w ere proof snm clent th at the rulings of the 
leaders were fully compiled with. 
At pier 20, Bast River, Messrs, 0. H. Mallory A 
Co.’s work was being proceeded w ith w ithout 
perceptible interruption. This firm, though am ong 
th e last to join the steam ship com bination, is now 
determ ined never again to employ union men. 
Many of those who lelt thU employ bad worked for 
th e senior m em ber ol tne firm lor over tw enty 
years, and now seem to lack the Intelligence 
to see th a t such

On tne Savannah line pier, Ifl, East River, there 
w as but little doing, owing to the absence of the 
reg u lar vessel. So soon as w ork begins, however, 
th e “green” m en who have been in the employ of 
th e line since the com m encem ent ol the strike 
wlU again go to work. They early “got the hang” 
of things and pleased th eir employers. 
How much truoble 
the general strike has 
occasioned the salUng craft rem ains 
yet to be 
lolly seen. 
Operations 
on many of the docks 
along the E ast River bad ceased, b at only m one 
o r two Instances were com plaints m ade about 
being senously em barrassed.

On pier No. 17, E ast itiver, where Brigham ’s 
New Orleans and W ard’s H avana packets are 
loading and discharging, w ork was progressing 
lairiy. 
“O ntsiders” were g ettin g th eir hands m 
an d succeeding b etter thau had been expected. 
Messrs. Button A Co., who have seven chartered 
■hips up lor sailing, and over 2,ooo tons of assorted 
, 
cargo on the dock beside them , which they were 
nnable to stow yesterday, felt som ew hat aggrieved 
th a t tbeir old bande bad lelt them . The atternoon 
w as passed in considering the situation, and this 
m orning they will have the w ork proceeded witn 
, 
in some shape or other. 
Messrs. Howland A Asplnwall have no ships in 
p o rt. 
M essrs. Qrlnnell, M lntnrn A Co. have b n t one 
vessel up for d ep artu re, and stie has m ost of her 
cargo aboard, so th at they are not particularly In­ 
terested in the m ovem ent ol the strikers. 
Messrs. I'apacott A Co. were aw aiting events. 
Their ships in port are such they can hold off lor a 
W h ile ana n o t suffer m uch inconvenience. They 
w ore not lully decided, late In the afternoon, w hat 
■teps they woula take, cveu U they m oved a t a ll 
in the m atter. 
From an official source It was learned th at all 
hope of a compromise w ith th e steam ship m en is 
iu tlie.

The Strike In HrooklFn. 
The ’longshorem en on strike assnm ed a m ore 
th reaten in g attitn d e than heretoiore in Brooklyn 
geaterday, and kept the poUce on the ale rt for a 
breach of the peace. 
The shipping was greatly 
discommoded by the state of affairs ex tan t. 
At 
the Em pire stores the men who had agreed w tth 
Mr. Shaw, the stevedore, to unload the steam ­ 
ship Lord of the isles, refused to go to work, and 
th e crew were compelled to set to work np on the 
cargo.

In speaking of the effect of destroying the belief 
in the spintuuilty of the soul the lecturer m ade I 
nse of these w o rd s-’ Emotlonal and sentim ental , 
religion, the dogma of convenience, the only 
religion the.«e men deign to countenance, will one i 
day shrivel like a scroll before the roaring flame

THE MUTUAL BATTLB GROUND.

President Grant is preparing his annual 
Message without the aid of a new and strong 
Cabinet abounding in fresh ideas and saga­ 
cious advios. The Message ought to be an in. 
spiring document It ought to sketch, in bold 
outline, a policy fitted to revive public confi­ 
dence and lift up the republican party from its 
prostration. A Ume repetttion of old ideas 
and stale recommendations will not match the 
occasion. But without abler advisers than the 
President has at present it is extremely im­ 
probable that be will oonciliate the country by 
sagacious and admirable recommendations or 
infuse new courage into the republican party. 
R seems evident that the Cabinet will not be 
changed before the meeting of Congress, and 
that the only chance of any fresh wis­ 
dom in the Message depends on Sec­ 
retary Bristow, who makes a favorable 
impression as an administrative officer, but 
who has yet to give the first proof of such a 
mastery of financial principles as would qualify 
him to strike into a new path. Bat even 
if Mr. Bristow should unexpectedly bloom 
into a Hamilton or a Chase, his recommenda­ 
tions will have less weight than if supported 
by a strong Cabinet of new members high in 
pubhc confidence. 
Our purpose in referring thus early to the 
Message now in preparation is not to pique 
public curiosity by idle conjectures respecting 
its contents, but to tender to the President 
such timely advice as ho might, perhaps, have 
received from a reconstructed Cabinet Of 
course the great topic of all the topics, which 
ought to overshadow and dwarf every other, 
is the condition of the currency. The Presi­ 
dent's Cabinet is not so feeble, and he could 
1 have no Cabinet so strong that it would fail 
j to point out this as the most im- 
I portant 
subject 
that 
can 
engage 
the attention of Congress. But while it 
will necessarily find a place in the Message, 
and must loom up in conspicuous promineuce, 
it might as well be left out and ignored as to 
be introduced for the mere purpose of recog­ 
nizing its importance. If the President has 
no specific measures to recommend Congress 
will be no wiser and the country be no bottjr 
satisfied than if he passed over the whole 
question in silence. It will not suffice to siay, 
no matter with how much emphasis, that the 
country ought to return to the specie stand­ 
ard. All sound thinkers recognize this as in­ 
disputable; but until some safe path to so de­ 
sirable a consummation is shown business 
will continue in an unsatisfactory state. It is 
the duty of the President to devise and 
present such a plan as be can see his way 
clear to carry through Congress at the coming 
session, and which the mercantile community 
would be likely to approve. Nothing could 
be 
more 
futile 
aud 
imbecile 
than 
merely to tell Congress that legislation on this 
great subject is necessary without a clear ex­ 
position of specific practical measures In 
order to get a thing done it is necessary for 
somebody to point out how it may be done, 
and this duty of proposing feasible methods 
belongs peculiarly to the President, whose 


power of a greenback dollar and a gold dot 
lar gold could, even now, be bad for the ask­ 
ing; and speoie paymente wiU come of them­ 
selves very toon after the greenbaeks are 
brought to par under oiroumstances which 
guarantee a permanent equality of value. The 
great problem for the President to solve in 
such a manner that Congress wiU adopt bis 
solution is not how a supply of gold can 
be obtained for specie payments, but bow the 
currency of the country can be brought to par 
as a preparatory measure to resumption. In 
the necessary order of events the actual use 
of coin for redeeming our paper currency wiU 
follow and not precede the restoration of the 
currency to par. Tha notes of the Bank of 
Ed^land were at par before that great insti­ 
tution began to redeem them after its long 
soapensioD, and there is no instance in aU 
history of a resumption of suspended speoie 
payments until after the paper to be redeemed 
bad already been brought to an equality of 
value with the redeeming medium. Nobody 
will dispute that our paper circulation might 
be brought to par by curtailing its smonnt 
The great difflcolty consists in discovering a 
method by which this may be done without a 
great shock to trade and injustice to the 
debtor class. This, and not the means of 
procuring a supply of gold, is the great point 
which President Grant is bound to elnoi date 
in his Messageu

The general expression of the American 
people is in favor of a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada. When the old Reciprocity treaty was 
in existenoe the Canadians, although receiv­ 
ing the larger share of ito benefits, were un- 
wise enough to violate ita spirit, if not its 
letter, by the imposition of discriminatíng 
tolls on their canals and by other illiberal 
acta. They had themselves only to thank for 
the termination of the treaty by the action of 
the American government on its conditional 
expiration. A renewal of reciprocity is now 
proposed, and certainly it promises greater 
benefits to the colony than to the States. It 
therefore appears singular that the proposi­ 
tion should oall forth the alarm of British 
Chambers of Commerce and manufacturers, 
and that the Foreign and Colonial Secretaries 
of England should 
deem 
It neces­ 
sary 
to explain and 
in 
a 
meas­ 
ure apologize for such a treaty. 
The 
cable yesterday brought us a long account of 
an interview between a deputation of the 
alarmed Chambers of Commerce and Lords 
Derby and Carnarvon in London. The repre­ 
sentatives of the English manufacturers pro­ 
tested against any “dependency” of Great 
Britain being allowed to negotiate a treaty with 
a foreign country by which England should be 
placed in a worse condition in trade than 
such foreigners. They demanded the inser­ 
tion of a clause in any reciprocity treaty be­ 
tween the United States and Canada which 
shall distinctly declare that “the United 
States shall never have the right to claim any 
remission of duties not accorded to British 
commerce. ^ The British Secretaries entirely 
concurred in the views expressed by the depu­ 
tation, but affirmed that no provisions unfa­ 
vorable to British trade are inserted in tbe 
treaty. Lord Derby suggested to the deputa­ 
tion that if England for any supposed inter- 
este of her own should endeavor to prevent 
the establishment of free commercial relations 
between Canada and the United States it 
would create discontent among loyal Cana­ 
dians and strengthen the party in favor of 
annexation. 
How far Canada is a “dependency” of 
Great Britain it is for the colonists to decide. 
The day appears to have gone by, however, 
when the home government would venture to 
prohibit the adoption of a treaty so cleárly 
beneficial to tbe colony as that proposed with 
the United States. We do not desire the 
annexation of Canada at the present time, for 
our government is large and unwieldy enough 
as it is. But annexationists on this side of 
the St Lawrence are naturally opposed to 
reciprocity. They believe in granting no 
favors to Canada until she seeks them by a 
union with the Republic. Reciprocity is 
therefore in reality a safeguard of the in­ 
tegrity of the British colonial government 
At the same time tbe most impatient annex­ 
ationist in Canada or the United States could 
not ask for more effective aid to their cause 
than would be afforded by the opposition to a 
commercial treaty between the two countries 
incited by the selfish interests of British 
manufacturers. 
T he R eport of th e C om ptroller o f th e 
C nrrencp. 
Tbe report of Mr. John J. Knox, Comp­ 
troller of the Currency, is published in onr 
columns to-day, and will be read with more 
than usual interest, os upon the condition of 
the currency and the practical workings of 
the act of June, 1874, the nature of the Presi­ 
dent’s recommendations in his Message to 
Congress may to some extent depend. It shows 
that there has been an increase of national 
bank circulation in the past year of 
$3,576,297, but that there is no danger of 
overstepping the limits of the law. The 
amount of currency subject to withdrawal in 
States having more than their proportion of 
circulation, 
and the amount 
unissued, 
places at the disposal of the Comp­ 
troller for redistribution 
among 
tbe 
States which are 
deficient $47,350,743. 
This amount, it would seem, 
should 
satisfy the demands the South and West have 
made for more currency, and if it is justly ap­ 
portioned will go far towards silencing the 
demands lor inflation. The Eastern States, 
with 511 banks, a capital of $162,596,482, and 
an outstanding circulation of $109,705,018, 
aud the Middle States, with 585 banks, a paid 
in capital of $191, 471,669, aud a circuJation 
of $123,052,872, have no wish to retain a dol­ 
lar of currency which is not their legal right 
from the other sections of the country.

F a ilv re of Negro SniTroge In 
the 
D latrlct of C olom bia. 
It is an illogical and unwarrantable infer­ 
ence from the bad effects of negro suffrage in 
the federal district to argue, as some of our 
contemporaries are doing, that ita failure there 
proves its inexpediency in the Southern 
States. And yet the argument has an air of 
superficial plausibility. 
The negroea of 
Washington ore probably more intelligent 
than tbe average of their race. Most of them 
were bred in Maryland and Virginia, where 
slavery was least oppressive. They were the 
earliest of the negroes to come into pos­ 
session of civil and political rights, and are 
presumed to have bad superior guidance from 
friendly whites interested in their welfare. 
But the Washington local government lounded 
oil their suffrage proved to be one of the most 
corrupt and scandalons that over existed, and 
Congress was compelled to abolish it and sub­ 
stitute a government from which the will of 
the people as expressed in elections is ex­ 
cluded. 
If the comparatively intelligent 
negror of Washington cannot be trusted with 
the elective Irancbiae the argument is specious 
and plausible which infers the necessity of 
also taking it away from the negroes of the 
Gulf Btates. 
But the argument is only specious and not 
sound. It is really as absurd as an argument 
against universal suffrage founded on Tweed’s 
late control of certain classes of voters in the 
city of New York. The negroes of Washington 
were subject to influences which operate in 
few other places. They were dependent for 
employment on the local public works, man- 
Msd by the notongtai Washiaston ring, yrbow 


control over (heir means of subsistence 
operated as a bribe for their voles. In the 
greater part of the South they are exposed to 
no such temptation, and as soon as federal 
coercion is withdrawn from that section negro 
voting WiU be just as safe as that oí the 
miterate whites of tbe South, who have always 
exercised the right of suffrage. 
“Boss" 
Shepherd’s bribes in Washington prove just 
as little as “Boss" Tweed’s bribes in New 
York as to the safety or expediency of uni­ 
versal Boffrage. 


The Philosophy o f Cold W eathor. 
At the recent Philadelphia meeting of tbe 
Academy of Science an intereeting paper was 
read on the canse of our sudden and extreme 
cold, which has long been a matter of inquiry 
among scientific men. 
The conclusion ar­ 
rived at by the eminent author of the paper 
was that the rapid traasitions from heat to 
cold are not occasioned by the horizontal 
sweep of polar winds from north to south, but 
by the vertical descent of frigid air from high 
to low levels of the atmosphere. Although this 
generalization is not new it is of great inter­ 
est in many climatic points of view, and very 
snggestive to those interested in atmospheric 
changes. It is contended that the climatic ex­ 
tremes are due to a reversal of the differently 
heated strata of the atmosphere, occurring 
during the variations of pressure so iucAssant 
in the gaseous ocean above us. The discus- 
edon of the paper elicited from the Secretary 
of the Smithsoniaa Institution the equaUy 
valuable suggeetion that tbe sudden fall of 
temperature is rather attributable to high 
northerly currents of air, which, under the 
given conditions, dip downward tiU they 
touch the surface of the earth and impart 
their ohiUing influence. 
Without attempting to decide tbe relative 
merits of these two varying views it is im­ 
portant to notice how far they may be sus­ 
tained by observation. For, if the former is 
exclusively to be accepted, it would seem to 
involve conditions bard to find realized iu the 
actual operations of nature, and it upsets many 
rules of meteorology which experience has in­ 
dorsed. According to the reasoning of the 
paper mentioned tbe sudden declension of 
temperature is precipitated from the upper 
atmosphere when its equilibrium has been 
violently disturbed, the cold cloud strata ex­ 
changing places with the warm surface strata 
of air. 
It can hardly be questioned 
that it sometimes happens the ther­ 
mometer at a place will fall very 
low, when at more northerly places in 
the vicinity the corresponding fall is less 
marked. Much weight is attached to this 
circumstance to preve that the thermal de­ 
pression is not propagated from tbe regions 
nearer the pole. 
The fact that in summer 
storms, very local and circumscribed in their 
extent, the mercury suddenly drops down, 
when clear and hotter weather prevails north 
of the storm, is also pressed into service by 


j the advocates of this view ; but the evidence 


j adduced in ita support is by no means exten­ 
sive or conclusive. 
If the polar cold which often develops 
itself so quickly is due to a disarrangement of 
the aerial strata we should expect tbe lowest 
thermal depressions in the iropics, where the 
moat violent disturbances occur. The high 
air over the tropical ocean is intensely cold, 
and if it descended during great barometric 
I changes it would be felt in Cuba and Jamaica 
as a cold snap in midwinter is felt in New 
York and New England. Especially in the 
tropical hurricane season, from August to 
October, when the greatest agitations of the 
atmo.sphere occur, the severest irosta aud 
freezes might be looked for, and the cane fields 
; could scarcely survive tbe sLock thus induced 
! one year in twenty. 
Experience shows that 
no such thermal phenomena are observed in 
the warm latitudes as the theory calls for; 
and this known fact, were there no other 
explanation of our sudden cold spells, such 
as Professor Henry suggests, would require a 
better solution than any afforded by the 
hypothesis proposed. 
If, on the other hand, tbe suggestion of 
Professor Henry, which accords with the 
views generally entertained by scientific inves­ 
tigators, be accepted, it explains most, if not 


i all, of the facta observed, and affords a ready 
I key to the winter climatology of the globe. 
The inquiry is one of great interest and im- 
I portanco, and we hope it will be followed up 
by others skilled in such investigations.

Whether the command to render unto 
Cm^ar tbe things that are Ctesar’s and unto 
God the things that are God’s has really any­ 
thing to do with tbe position Mr. Gladstone 
i has taken is being earnestly debated in Eng­ 
land. Even in Banyan’s allegory—and the 
author of the “Pilgrim’s Progress” hated the 
Catholic Church as bitterly as any one could— 
the Pope was placed with Pagan as one of 
the two giants in the caves, who were impotent 
to harm the Protestant English nation.

I Lord Oamoys says in his letter to Mr. Glad­ 
stone, which we publish to-day, had any 
Catholic said, “I am a Catholic first and an 
Englishman after,” it is doubtful if Catholic 
emancipation would have been granted by 
Parliament, but it ia now too late to specu­ 
late upon such questions. It is not 
probable that many English Catholics 
j now have any intention to dispute about

views. Here is a new proof that the question 
' is not practical. We find additional evidencs in 
the reply of Monsignot Cupel to tbe criticism 
I of Mr. Gladstone on the Vatican decrees, who 
I shrewdly points out that conscience is re- 
‘ garded as supreme in all matters by the Prot- 
! estaut Church as well as by the Catholic. 
The dispute does not seem at all necessary to 
! impartial observers. If the Pope chooses to 
claim infallibility we do not see any objec- 


j tion, especially when Lord Camoys’ example 
' shows that even in the Catholic Church this 


I claim is not universally admitted even as a 
mutter of theory—much less of practical rule.

Chtnm and Jmpmn. 
From the basis on which has been arranged 
the settlement of the differences between 
China and Japan we get the most accurate in­ 
dication of the exact point of difference. China 
agrees to pay to Japan half a million taels, or 
BCTen hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and 
Japan agrees to withdraw her forces from 
the island of Formosa. Japan has, theTefor^ 
offered to China either horn of a diplomatic 
dilemma. China, it will be remembered, had 
declined aU responsibility for Formosa or her 
people when there was something to be done 
in the interests of humanity against that diffi­ 
cult country. Energetic little Japan, how­ 
ever, went and did what was demanded for 
the safety of the seas, and having punished 
the pirates seemed disposed to make the coast* 
safe by keeping possession. Thereupon China 
discovered that the country was hers. She 
had a claim, and demanded that Japan should 
withdraw her troops. “Very well,” said Ja­ 
pan, “if this country is yours we want an in­ 
demnity for the money we have spent 
in punishing the pirates, and will leave; 
if it is not yours we will stay. So China ha* 
decided that the country is hers, and will 
pay the money. Japan’s firm attitude on* 
point directly and clearly in the interest of 
civilization and commerce does her honor as 
the foremost Eastern student of Western 
thought. But the solution is, nevertheless, 
to be regretted by commercial nations. If 
Japan had remained in possession of Formosa 
the barbarous conduct of the savages of that 
island would not have been heard of again. 
But as China comes again into possession 
there will be other piratical butcheries when 
the savages have forgotten the lesson lately 
administered. 
And for this solution Mr.. 
Bingham must apparently be held in soma 
degree responsible. 
The Safe Bcbglaby Trial at Washington 
has ended in the acquittal of Williams, aud in 
the disagreement of the jury upon Whitley 
and Harrington, indicted as conspirators; 
and so there is to be another protracted and 
tedious trial of this curious, complicated, 
dark and mysterious burglary-perhaps. 
Commander Alpred Markham will certainly 
have command of the English expedition to 
tbe Arctic regions, according to a cable 
despatch from Loudon.
